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Films for Farmers 


America may have had its share of big 
ideas in the matter of films, but in pro- 
viding films for farmers I think it is 
England’s lead. As a means of marketing 
their produce English farmers are now 
contemplating the idea of showing films 
of their stock at different centres.

Bucket Brigades 


The bucket has played an important 
part in the suppression of conflagrations 
from the earliest times, and has continued 
in use as the easiest method of applying 
water for extinguishing fires. Krom a 
brief history of fire fighting in America, as 
recently published by. the Smithsonian 
Institution, this method was also largely 
practised in colonial days, and later in 
the United States. Bucket brigades were 
formed. Householders in nearly every 
community were each obliged to have a 
leather bucket ready for fire emergencies, 
and when the fire alarm was sounded the 
bucket was thrown out through the window 
and picked up by runners, who raced to 
the scene of the fire. After the fire was 
extinguished the buckets were piled upon 
the village common, where their owners 
came to find them. Each bucket had its 
owner’s name upon it, and was also 
adorned with other devices. The first 
hand-pumped fire engine, made in 1740, is 
still preserved. These engines were pulled 
by hand through the street, and the bucket 
brigade filled them with water. At night 
time runners went before the engines carry- 
ing torches to light the way. There were 
rival insurance companies, each having its 
own bucket brigade, and there was keen 
competition as to which should arrive first 
at the fire. ; 


“Fighting the Flames” 


Before the 19th century no systematic 
efforts were made to cope with outbreaks 
of fire. James Braidwood, in Edinburgh, 
was the first to organise a fire brigade, 
which he managed with such success that 
he was afterwards invited to become super- 
intendent of the London Fire engines 
establishment in 1833. Braidwood re- 
cruited his men in Edinburgh from slaters 
and house carpenters, and later, in J.on- 
don, chiefly from the Thames watermen, 
whom he found to make excellent firemen. 
He perished while directing his men in 
the great Tooley street fire in London, in 
1851, and was succeeded by (Sir) Eyre 
Massey Shaw (a graduate of T.C.D.), who 
found that sailors made the best firemen, 
and while chief of the London Fire Bri- 
gade employed none but seamen. Braid- 
wood figures as a hero in R. M. Ballan- 
tyne’s story, ‘Fighting the Flames,” 
which contains a vivid description of the 
Tooley street fire. His successor, Captain 
Shaw, in thirty years suppressed 55,000 
fires—or five on the average each day.

year 1934-35, as revealed in a report just 
issued, 

The Council asks for more co-operation 
from our industrialists. 

‘‘ If our new industries are to progress and 
develop so as to be capable of permanently 
holding their own with the industries of the 
world,” says the report, “it is necessary 
that they should be as fully informed as 
possible as to what is taking place in in- 
dustries elséwhere. . 

‘Unfortunately, satisfactory contact 
‘has not yet been established with in- 
" dustrialists. Practically all the investi- 
a which have been undertaken so 

ar by the Council have been initiated on 
the suggestion either of a Government 
Department or of members of the Council, 
and the services of the Council have been 
enlisted only to a very limited extent by 
those engaged in industrial enterprises.”’ 


POST-GRADUATE COURSES 


In addition to keeping in touch with the 
progress which is being made in other 
countries, the Council had to deal with the 
industrial problems that constantly arose here, 
particularly in new industries, and they hope 
that in the coming year the @rvices of their 
orvanisation will he availed of more fully. 

The Council also has advised regarding 
the distribution of maintenance allowances 
to students for training in scientific research.

The greater number of these students should 


‘find employment eventually in the country’s 


industries. It was found, however, that 
industrialists were reluctant to offer employ- 
ment to University graduates who were 
lacking in industrial experience and industrial 
outlook. 

In the older industrial counties, where the 
ultimate value of scientifically-minded men 
was. more fully recognised, facilities existed 
for suitable post-graduate training of 
students. There was not the same 
opportunity for practical post-graduate train- 
ing in the Free State, and it was usually 
necessary to send students for such courses 
in industrial undertakings elsewhere. The 
Council would like to see in operation a 
system which would make the post-graduate 
training a recognised part of the general 
training of the industrial research worker. 


SEAWEED RESEARCH 


The report goes on to deal with the re- 
searches which: are being made by the 
Council. 

In connection with the possibilities of 
developing a commercial process for extract- 
ing from peat wax suitable for industrial 
purposes a pilot scale extraction plant is in 
operation at University College, Cork, under 
the supervision of Professor O’Reilly, who 
is also to supervise investigations into the 
commercia) possibilities of linseed, rape and 
other oils from Irish-grown plants. 

At University College, Galway, the com- 
mercial possibilities of seaweed are “being 
investigated under the direction of Professor 
Dillon, and it was hoped to increase the 


yield of iodine and valuable organic. by- | 


products. 

Efforts are being made to secure a pro 
duct sf Carrageen which can be more readily 
prepared than Carrageen itself. A special 
committee is inquiring into the growth and 
distribution of Carrageen. The Council 
were assisted in the work by Professor 
H. H. Dixon, Sc.D., F.R.S.; Professor J 
Doyle, D.Sc.; R. Lloyd Praeger, D.Sc., and 
P. J. O'Connor, Ph.D. 


TURF TESTS 


During the year tests were conducted 
under the supervision of Professor John 
Taylor, University College, Dublin, on 
domestic cooking ranges, heating stoves and 
industria] boilers using turf as fuel. 

It was found that as high an order of 
efficiency could be obtained using turf in 
a slow combustion stove as was normally 
obtained in well-known types of anthracite 
stoves. The tests on cooking ranges demon- 
strated that turf can be used satisfactorily 
and efficiently in specially designed ranges. 

The Council were considering whether 
further investigations were likely to lead 
fo the development of a process for 
the economic utilisation of products derived 
from skim milk. 


POTTERY POSSIBILITIES 


Clay from Portacloy, Erris, County Mayo. 
was found to have the same china des 
content as the Cornwall deposit, and can be 
used in making bone china, It has been 
found that the sand is suitable for use in 
the manufacture of sand lime bricks, pro- 
ducing a white facing brick which could be 
used as a substitute for white glazed bricks. 

The Council also have under consideration 
the question of the production of oil from 
turf, and the allied problem of the carboni- 
sation of turf, and were examining various 
processes which had been suggested as 
solutions of the problems. 


COUNCIL’S LIBRARY 


The report states that having . secured 
suitable premises at 45 St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, the Council have initiated their 
library service, and already have available 
a large number of standard and up-to-date 
works on various branches of technology 
and industry. 

_ The library is available to all interested in 
industrial work or in matters relevant to 
the activities of the Council. 

As the Council has no laboratories or 
permanent research staff, the majority of 
the investigations carried out by them had 
been made possible by the facilities given 
by the Universities.

N the year ended March 31 last, 587 
patents were granted by the Industrial 
and Commercial Property Registration 

Office, Dublin, the annual report of which 
has been issued by the Stationery Office. 

During tne year 500 complete specifications 

were accepted. Last year 487 were accepted, 
while 362 patents were granted. The number 
of applications for trade marks, which were 
accepted, was 429, and 55 designs were re- 
gistered. from all sources 


The receipts 
£22,756 17s 2d. in the previous year. The 


cost and expenses of administration amounted 
to £17,431 11s. 3d., as against £17,055 10s. 
for the previous year. e applications for 

tents, designs and trade marks numbered 
546, 48 and 483, respectively. Of the 546 
applications for patents filed during the year 
á originated at home a decrease of 7 from 
the previous year. The number oí appli- 
cations for trade marks from home traders 
totalled 182, representing 37.7 per cent, of 
the total number of applications. 


FREE STATE APPLICATIONS 


Ten of the 75 applications for patents re- 
ceived from Free State residents were for in- 
ventions for household purposes; nine related 
to agriculture, eight to building materials and 
methods, seven to sm and pastimes, four 
to ships and shipbuilding, and four to liquid 
handling appliances. 

Taking the applications as a whole, the 
reatest number of inventions were applied 
or in electrotechnics, locomotion, agriculture, 
household equipment, building and surgical 
appliances. More than ten per cent, were 
distributed almost equally between industrial 
chemistry, preparation and preservation of 
food, boot and shoe machinery, treatment of 
fibres and clay manufactures. On March 31 
there were 3,216 effective patents on the 
register representing a reduction of 120 from 
the previous year. The number of regis- 
trations in the Register of Patent Agents on 
March 31 was seventeen, including six firms. 

The largest number of applications came 
from Great Britain, the figure being 192; 
Germany made 60 applications, acha. 
Slovakia 28, the United States 50, Holland 
22, Australia three, France 36 and Switzer- 
land 12.

KETHOVEN’S ‘‘Kreutzer’’ Sonata 
is the work in which two great 
soloists—Albert Sammons (violin) and 
William Murdoch (pianoforte)—will com- 
bine for the recital in the Regional pro- 
gramme. The sonata is dedicated to 
Kreutzer, the famous violinist. Bee- 
thoven himself first played it with the 
English Mulatto, Bridgewater, who claimed 
that it was originally dedicated to him— 
the truth of which statement remains a 
matter ot considerable doubt. Each a 
great artiste, Albert Sammons and Wil- 
liam Murdoch have played together in 
chamber music for so many years that 
there is no hint of antagonism or striv- 
ing for supremacy between them; there- 
fore, theirs 1s perfect ensemble.

In addition to these great names, 
each of us has his own special discovery. 
My own find in the present holiday is 
Mr. E. C. R. Lorac, whose works I take 
the present opportunity of recommending 
to the judicious.

Here is good prose and better 
verse illustrating and describing the 
scenic beauties, the colourful landscape, 
the mountains, the lakes, the clouds, 
and the people of England’s counties. 
Here, also, is something more—a great 
deal about the life of shepherds and cow- 
men, ploughmen and ditchers, milkmaids 
and their employers. If Thomas Hardy 
had not already made ‘‘ Under the Green- 
wood Tree’’ his own in a famous novel 
that would have been an almost ideal title 
for Mr. Bell’s anthology. 


A Depressing Note 

It is, perhaps, but fitting, and certainly 
to be expected, that one who is now 
recognised as an interpreter of the English 
farmer and farm-worker should _ give 
greater attention to the human rather than 
the merely scenic aspect of his selected 
theme. And in this he has permitted a 
depressing note to intrude into his rural 
delights. His prose selections tend to dwell 
just a trifle too much upon the hopeless- 
ness of the outlook for the English agri- 
culturist in general, so that they tend to 
become mere ‘‘ folk of the furrow,’’ instead 
of the denizens of a Merrie England. The 
verse selections, on the contrary, reveal a 
quite different outlook for the farm worker, 
stressing his carefree existence and his 
exuberant joy in song. The fact is, of 
couyse, that the English farm worker, like 
his Fellow in other lands. is compelled to 
work very hard for little reward; but he 
has the compensations of the simple life 
in the open air and the song is as ready to 
come as the tear. Maybe it is the real 
countrymen who have written Mr. Adrian 
Bell’s sclected prose passages, and the 
transient voyagers from suburbia who have 
written the verse. That is usually the way 
with the country. 


Dignified Writing — 
Whatever may be the effect of these 
speculations upon the reader, the fact 


| suggests that the English began to dis- 


the rural scene for their art, the reader 
may be lured to go on and read the full 
works. If they do, they will find a litera- 
ture that rarely finds itself included 
among the ‘‘ best sellers ” of the day, or 
is included in the “ book of the month '' 
by any organisation. It is a very compre- 
hensive selection, including, as it does, 
passages from authors who are famous as 
well as from those whose names are 
scarcely known to the wider reading public 
of these islands. It is a bright arid clean 
and dignified book. 


An Individual Arrangement 

Readers will probably be _ gratified, 
although some may be irritated, by Mr. 
Bell’s arrangement of his selections. 
Instead of giving his passages titles and 
appending the names of the authors, he 
has chosen to arrange the book as if it 
were the development of an idea in his 
own mind, rather than a string of quota- 
tions from many authors. When reference 
is made to the list of authors at the end 
of the book it will be found that Mr. 
Bell’s fondness is for authors of the past 
and present centuries, for the nineteenth 
and the twentieth, rather than for any- 
thing of anearlierdate. The list of authors 


cover their rural relatives only at a time 
when the future of those relatives was 
threatened by the mechanism of progress.

Elinor Glyn's Life-Work

RS. ELINOR GLYN was, and is, a 
friend of Queens, Princesses and 
Grand Duchesses, as she tells us in her 
autobiography. All her nieces and grand- 
children seem to be titled people, and from 
a very early period in her life she has 
associated with men and women who were 
famous in politics and society life. 
Probably the vast majority of those who 
are old enough to remember that there was 
such a book think of her only as the 
author of ‘‘ Three Weeks,’’ and it is 
fairly evident from her. memoirs that she, 
too, regards ‘‘ Three Weeks ” ag one of her 
greatest achievements. Compared with the 
modern novel, ‘‘Three. Weeks’’ was, of 
course, an eminently “ proper ” piece of 
work, but there were the most severe 
attacks upon it. 
“ The dominant interest, in fact, the 
fundamental impulse, behind every 
action ” in Elinor Glyn’s hfe, she tells 
us, “ has been the desire for romance. « . 
The word romance has been narrowed and 
cheapened in modern times until it has 
come to be thought of little acoount, and 
for many ‘it no longer represents the 
beautiful and inspiring ideal that it has 
always meant and still means for me. « . 
It is the essence of chivalry, that is, of 
fine actions inspired by delicate senti- 
ments which are not aroused by. thoughts 
of personal gain, but rather the impulse 
to render homage to another.” 


Lessons on Sentiment 


No wonder, with such fine ideas about 
romance, that Elinor Glyn. was. “ dread- 
fully perturbed ” when a friend of her 
husband kissed her when showing her 
around his rose garden. She told her 
husband of the awful deed. He turned 
round, his whimsical face lit by a delight- 
ful smile. “No! Did he? Dear old Bob '” 
wan all he said, and went back to his tie- 
fixing again. That was her first lesson, 

“ My husband laughed at my senti- 
mental notidns, and insisted that my maid 
should accompany us everywhere, in order, 
he said, that she might have a chance of 
seeing the sights too. At last. filled with 
depression, I flew to my journal and wrote, 
from sheer imagination, the passionate de- | 
scriptions of love in Venice which ten 
vears afterwards re-lived in ‘‘ Three 
Weeks.’’ Perhaps, if I had really had a 
lover there I could not have written all 
that my wild imagination pictured in my 
disappointed soul.’’

James McDonnell, who gave his address as 
Kidlugullan. said that he was 75 years of 
age, and his wife was known as Essie 
McDonnell. She worked in the licensed 
premises of the accused man Carragher prior 
to her marriage, and since then on a few 
occasions. His wife never insured her life 
with any insurance company, and he never 
saw any insurance agent call to the house 
to collect the premiums. He never claimed 
any money under insurance on the ground 
that his wife was dead, and he never got 
anv money from Daly, the insurance agent, 
and never had any correspondence with him. 


CHEQUES ISSUED 


Mr. J. Cooper, an officer in charge of the 
College Green branch of the Prudential Com- 
pany, gave evidence of receiving several: docu: 
ments in connection with policies from the 
accused, Daly. He received a certified copy 
from a registrar's book of deaths and a policy 
relating to Essie McDonnell, and . believing 
these documents to be accurate he issued a 
cheque for £103 15s. 3d., and made it pay- 
able to J. McDonnell. For other documents 
which he received from Daly, in connection 
with policies, he issued a cheque made pay- 
able to Daly for £39 9s. 11d. 

John McArdle, Gurteen, Castleblayney, a 
farmer, said that he never had any business 
transactions with Daly, and never made any 
aig for insurance with him. The name, 
john McArdle, on a document (produced), 
was ‘not his writing, and he was the only 
man of that name living in the district. 

Mr. Todd, another official of the company, | 
said that Daly had been in the employment 
of the insurance company until this year, and 
his average salary was £7 10s. a week. 

Detective-Sergeant Reynolds said that when 
charged and cautioned, Carragher replied 
that he was not guilty of either forgery or 
conspiracy. Each of the other accused 
persons said that they had nothing to say. 
The witness added that on' August 24th 


Francis Daly was further charged with utter- 


and his reply was: “ I have nothing to say." 
Three other persons were concerned, and he 
asked for a remand. 

Mr. Little remanded Carragher on bail of 
£1,000. and two sureties of each. 
Donaghy was admitted to bail on his own 
surety of £100 and two independent sureties 
of £200 each, or one of £400. McQuaid and 


sureties of £50 wach, with two independent 
sureties of £100 each. 

Mr. McCarthy opposed bail in the case of 
Daly and Burns. 

Mr. Michael McGilligan (instructed by 
Messrs. J. G. Reid and Co.), for Daly, said 
that his client was 65 years of age and had 
two substantial farms, and, therefore, was 
not likely to run across the border. 

Mr. W.. Moloney (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Hanlon and Hchinecn) applied on behalf 
of Burns for bail. 

Mr. McCarthy opposed the application and 
said that threatening letters had been sent to 
the Prudential Assurance Co. and their 
agents. 

Bail was refused in the case of Daly and 
Burns, and the further hearing of the case 
was adjourned to next Thursday. 

Mr. J. J. O'Connor appeared for Donaghy 
and Mr. C. Laverty appeared for Carragher, 
Doherty and McQuaid.

According to this morning’s news, the 
‘Norwegian Government has decided to 
intern Trotsky and his wife. We cannot 
blame it. . Assuredly, Leon Trotsky has 
committed no direct offence against the 
Norwegian Government; but his presence 
within its jurisdiction, in view of recent 
affairs in the Soviet Union, is so incon- 
venient as to be undesirable. Some time 
ago, in the course of an international trip, 
Trotsky proposed to come to Ireland. 
He was refused admission, and we 
think that the Free State Govern- 
ment was right to refuse him 
admission ; for Trotsky is one of the most 
dangerous people at large in the world 
to-day. It is not that for years he was 
a colleague of Lenin and the other founders 
of the Bolshevist State. The present .ulc 3 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
are not a menace to the earth at large, 


inasmuch as they prefer nowadays to con- 


fine their thoughts and activities to the 


development of the U.S.S.H. herself and 


to leave the rest of the nations strictly 
alone. The trouble about Trotsky is that 
he remains a rebel. Ever since his 
expulsion from Russia as a menace to the 
peace of the U.S.8S.R. he never ‘has 
forborne to dabble his fingers in the affairs 
of other nations. His doctrine is_ that 
Marxian Communism shall not ccnfine 
itself to Russia, but shall extend its 
activities throughout the whole of the 
civilised and semi-civilised world. Stalin 
and the other rulers of Russia to-day 
prefer to keep to themselves.’ They realise 
that they are in command of a_ huge 
country, whose potential wealth and power 
are enormous; and they seck to develop 
that wealth and to increase that power 
before they tamper with the rest of the 
world. So long as they pursue this policy 
the ‘‘ Communist ” scares whicu con- 
tinually beset one nation or the other does 
not matter. The danger to the world’s 
peace comes not from Stalin and his 
associates, absorbed, within the walls of 
the Kremlin, in their doctrines of economic 
and “ cultural ”” nationalism, but in the 
more flamboyant figure of Trotsky, whose 
lieutenants post over land and ocean with- 
out rest to disseminate his gospel of the 
class war. 

We have commented recently on the 
changing outlook of the Soviet Union. 
Already it has relapsed so far from the 
original concepts of Marxianism as to put 
up with varying wages and other signs of 
capitalistic society and its new Constitu- 
tion, which will be promulgated in the 
very near future, actually will permit a 
certain latitude in regard to Christian 
worship. The meagre and, possibly, 
prejudiced reports which reach Ireland 
from Russiado not allow anybody to arrive 
at a fair conspectus of affairs within the 
Soviet Union ; yet it is clear that its rulers 
have lost their former fanatical insistence 
on the strict letter of the Marxian evangel. 
Faced with the hard facts of national 
survival, they have deferred. They have 
been confronted with a choice between the 
conversion of the world and the establish- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. as a Great Power, 
and they have chosen the latter. The 
choice has not been entirely free. On the 
West they have been challenged by the 
growing might of National-Socialist 
Germany—powerless to expand westwards, 
bound by treaty and expediency to refrain 
from any encroachments on Poland, but 
committed to deathless warfare upon the 


Soviet Union. On the east they are face 


| to face with the insolence of Japan, an 


imperialistic Power with ambitions that 
stop short only of an empire over the 
whole of Western Asia. Within the 
memory of many people living to-day 
Japan has inflicted a humiliating defeat 
upon Russia; and the U.S.S.R. would not 
be unwilling to avenge the humiliation of 
its Tsarist predecessor. She does not want 
war, but she will not refuse war if it is 
offered. A victory by the Soviet Union 
over the Japanese Empire would: represent 
an enormous access of prestige—not only 
to the Union itself, but to Communism in 
general—and, by way of a change, nobody 
can blame the Union for it. In self- 
defence against Japan, Russia will gain 
a better reputation in the eyes of other 
nations than she could gain by any amount 
of barefaced propaganda of the Trotskyan 
type. 

International Communism — or what 
there is of it—is very largely the creation 
of Léon Trotsky. In the view of most of 
fired with a 
burning faith in his world-wide mission ; 
in the view of everybody, he is a ‘‘ pub- 
licist ” of the highest order; and he has 
wielded such an influence upon our gene- 
ration that few men can claim to have 
exercised. Can we be surprised that such 
a man has been excluded from the 
counsels of a nationally-minded Soviet 
Union, or that a person, whose driving 
doctrine is the “ class war,” has found dis- 
favour in the eye of almost every State? We 
can understand why the presence of Léon 
Trotsky is not tolerated readily, and why 
he has been driven from pillar to post in 
this humiliating fashion. He is a danger. 
If anybody is behind the communistic 
minds—few as they are—in such countries 
as Spain, it is Léon Trotsky, and not the 
Soviet Government. Joseph Stalin, 
General Secretary of the Communist 
Party, and virtual ruler of present-day 
Russia, is a Nationalist Russian, pure 
and simple; his effect upon the emotions 
and upon the divisions of the world out- 
side Russia is entirely negative. Trotsky 
I& a citizen of the world. He cares no- 
thing for Russia, except as the grain from 
which Commufism will grow into a great 
tree, covering the whole earth; and, by 
virtue of that doctrine, he is one of the 
people of whom this world must beware.

Victims of the Government terror in 


Spain are continuing to come to life again 


with embarrassing regularity. Not only 
has the Cardinal who was murdered in 
Barcelona appeared safely in Rome, but 
a famous author, a professional footballer, 


| and even a prize-fighter—all of whom were 


included i in the casualty lists—have turned 
up more or less smiling after their dread 
experiences. Yet the tales of unmitigated 
horror continue to be printed solemnly. 
There seems to be little or no attempt at 
impartiality, either in Great Britain or 
in Ireland; and newspapers, like indi- 
viduals, have become violent partisans. 
It is becoming increasingly clear that, 
while most of the gruesome stories regard- 
ing Spain either are wholly untrue or are 
exaggerated grossly, there really is little 
to choose between the two contending sides 
in the matter of ferocity. One journalist 
who has been with the rebel forces has 
returned to Gibraltar, whence he has 
begun to give his readers an idea of the 
manner in which General Franco’s merry 
men are behaving themselves. According 
to him, the Government followers “ have 
nothing on” the rebels. During. the 
advance in the South, it appears, General 
Franco’s men have been cutting off the 
ears of their opponents, and distributing 
them as souvenirs among their comrades. 
Possibly, this story is just as fantastic as 
many of the tales that have been circulated 
from Lisbon to regale the readers of news- 
papers that have been so hard up for news 
that they have produced yet another lake 
monster in the North of Scotland; but 
it is quite certain that both sides in Spain 
have been fighting with unparalleled 
savagery. Civil wars always are dreadful. 
Even in our own country we have had 
bitter experience of what fraternal strife 
can mean, and the burned mansions of the 
Free State Lear tragic witness to the 
ruthlessness of 1922. Added 
lent to the struggle in “Spain by the 
presence of the Moorish troops and the 
mercenaries of the Foreign Legion. The 
latter lack the fine discipline of their 
French counterpart, and; of course, the 
Moors care as little for a Christian life as 
they care for the life of a rat. We do not 
doubt that the Asturian miners and the 
factory workers of Barcelona have been 
guilty of abominable crimes. 
nature has not changed very much since 
the French Revolution, the horrors of 
which put even the worst excesses in Spain 
into the shade; and, where a mob is 
involved, nobody expects the rules of 
civilised warfare to be observed.

Careers for Boys 


The Ministry of Labour in London, as 
a fatherly gesture to harassed fathers, has 
issued a booklet called “Careers for 
Secondary School Boys.’’ The Ministry 
also may be concerned with unemploy- 
ment returns. In the booklet there are 
lists of the personal qualities necessary 
in various professions, and these lists are 
made out in tabloid form. The boy, faced 
with the necessity of choosing his life’s 
work, has merely to run his finger down 
the lists, and then adopt the profession to 
which the Ministry of Labour experts 
have decided he is best suited. In theory 
this is a neat working plan; but, now 
that we have seen the various qualifica- 
tions for the various professions, we are 
beginning to have some doubts about its 
efficacy. For instance, the clever youth 
with a flair for mathematics might think 
himself ideally suited to the profession of 
accountant, or he possibly would do well 
as a banker or a stockbroker. Accurate 
addition and subtraction surely would be 
an irresistible temptation to offer if one 
sought either of these three types of em- 
ployment. The Ministry of Labour has 
other views. According to “Careers for 
Secondary School Boys,’’ an accountant 
needs “good personality and sociability,”’ 
a banker “good appearance, address and 
physique,’’ while without a ‘‘ good con. 
stitution (athletics an asset)’’ one’s 
chances of becoming a stockbroker appear 
to be slim. Sadly disappointed, our 
young mathematician might turn to brew- 
ing as a last resort—something on the 
technical side; but here again he would 
find “good physique’’ an. apparently 
indispensable qualification. From the

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AN INTERNATIONAL 
COMMITTEE ON 
SPAIN 
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59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
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ISCUSSIONS have been taking place 
among the principal Powers which 
have accepted the policy of non-interven- 
tion in Spain, with regard to the 
establishment of an international com- 
mittee to collate the measure for the en- 
forcement of the embargoes on arms and 
munitions. It is proposed that the com- 
mittee should be entrusted with wider 
duties than the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition, and that it should undertake the 
task of making an effort to mitigate the 
loss of life in Spain. It is recognised that 
at the present moment any attempt at 
mediation would be futile, but the forma. 
tion of an international committee would 
provide machinery -for bringing the two 
sides tegether as soon as the moment is 
opportune. To-day’s discussions have 
been concerned mainly with the duties of 
the committee and its places of meeting. 
and it is regarded as probable that London 
will be the venue. It is hoped that a 
definite date and place for the first meeting 
of the committee will be agreed upon 
within the next few days. 


Italy’s Foreign Loan 


Whether any great success will attend 
Signor Mussolini s effort to raise funds by 
the issue of bonds in foreign currency for 
the development of Abyssinia remains to 
be seen. His boast that Italy would he 
able to carry out that development wit) 
her own resources has come to nothing: 
and it is hardly to be expected that a 
country could find the necessary millions 
when it had to descend to accept women’s 
wedding rings towards meeting the cost of 
the war. The total amount whic), 
Mussolini seeks to raise has not been 
divulged, but there are hints that the rate 
of interest on the bonds will be in exerss 
of 5 per cent. The loan will not appear 
on the London market, because to do so it 
would have to be approved by the Foreign 
Loans Corkmittee, and as this country has 
not officially recognised Italy’s annexation 
of Abyssinia the permission of the com. 
mittee will not be forthcoming. As 
France is being strained to provide for her 
own financial needs it is probably towards 
the American capital market that 
Mussolini has cast his eyes. 


Palestine’s Troubles 


Though uncertainty exists as to the exact 
position in Palestine, there are indications 
that the situation is becoming easier, and 
that the Arab leaders may call off the 
strike and their policy of terrorism. The 
disturbances have now been in progress 
for more than four months, during which 
time there has been considerable loss of 
life and a great many people injured. It 
is rumoured that if the Arabs call off the 
strike the Government will grant them 
concessions, including the suspension of 
Jewish immigration and the release of 
political prisoners. On the other hand, 
authoritative opinion in Jewish quarters 
here inclines to the belief that no such 
promises have been made. Jewish authori- 
ties say that the position remains as it was 
when Mr. Ormsby Gore, Secretary for the 
Colonies, stated in the House of Commons 
last July that there would be no change 
of policy until the Royal Commission had 
made its report.

All trade unionists are not of 
Labour or Socialist complexion, and even 
those who are are not too well pleased at 
their funds being used in support of the 
Spanish Government ; while hvae who do 
not share the extreme views of the 
political Left in this country, and are 
trade unionists more from necessity than 
choice, openly dissociate themselyes from 
their leaders’ campaign on behalf of the 
Spanish '“ Reds.’’

Ireland ” has been issued, dated Mansion 
House, Dublin, Aygust 28th, 1936 (the cross- 
headings are ours) :— 

The Trish Christian Front has been founded 
by Irish working men and women to unmask 
Communism and to gite a lead to Irish 
workers. For some time past a number of 
demagogues have been preaching throughout 
the country a social doctrine that tair were 
pleased to call Communism, and openly pro- 
claimed that they were, linked up with Soviet 
Russia. 

Because of the insignificance of the avowed 
Communists here and our distance from 
tussia the people of this country paid little 
or no heed to this dnti-God propaganda. 
Central Europe had become a bulwark against 
Communism and had given security to 
Western countries. 


MENACE TO IRELAND 


The political unheaval in Spain in the last 
few years gave Communism the opportunity 
it had been long seeking to establish itself 
in the West. The significance of this event 
was not grasped in this country until the out- 
break of civil war in Spain. That country 
has been known for a thousand years as 
intensely Christian and Catholic, and when 
the standard of Communism was raised there 
Ireland was roused as no foreign event ever 
roused her before, This was only natural, 
for the conquest of Spain by the “ Reds’ 
would leave Ireland fully exposed, and it 
would prove to be only the advance guard of 
a similar invasion and conquest of Ireland. 

We in this country are not so much con- 
cerned with the manner in which the contend- 
ing parties in Spain wage war on each other 
as we are with their ultimate objectives. The 
atrocities alleged on both sides we must, as 
Christians, deplore and condemn; but their 
reactions will be Spanish problems with which 
we shall not be concerned, 


WAR ON RELIGION 


What is of vital concern to us as Christians 
is that one side—the Communists’—is de- 
finitely making war on God and religion. It 
is admitted that the Government forces 
have systematically pillagea and burnt 
churches and massacred priests, nuns and 
religious. 

This is sufficient proof that the present 
Communistic Government of Spain is deter- 
mined to wipe out the worship of God. Not 
a single apologist for the Spamsh Government 
has attempted to deny that that Government 
is making war on religion. If anyone can 
deny it let him or her come forward and do 
go 


Te following ‘Manifesto of the Irish 


Reports have been appearing in the Press 
daily from eye-witnesses just returned from 
Spain testifying to the burning of churches 
and the slaughter of priests. Are the sup- 
porters of the Spanish Government in this 
country not approving of those atrocities by 
supporting that Government? That being so, 
are they not preparing and longing for the 
day when a like fate will overtake the 
Christian churches in this country? 


DOCTRINE TAUGHT HERE 


If Communism is to be established here, 
must not Christianity be destroyed, the 
churches levelled to the ground, and all clergy- 
men murdered or banished? It is time this 
question was publicly asked and an answer 
publicly demanded. In Russia and Spain 
Communism made war on the Church and 
banished the worship of God. It is the same 
doctrine that is being preached here by a 
few irresponsibles, the antecedents of whom 
are unknown. 

It is time that this anti-God doctrine was 

unmasked and its preachers shown to the 
Trish public in their true colours. The real issue 
must be clarified now. Communism in all 
its forms must be unmasked and the public 
must know who its advocates are and what 
they do for a living. 
The appeal to class war is only a ruse to 
create a platform for emissaries of Com- 
munism to get among the people and graft 
their anti-God doctrine on to the grievances 
of a particular class. ‘Thev are not con- 
cerned with the remedying of any bona fide 
grievances—their prime objective is to incite 
the people to acts of violence, and thus, step 
by step, rush the masses against the State 
and Church. Once they succeed in this the 
road is open to establish their Communistic 
dictatorship and anti-God State. 


“OUR BATTLE TO-MORROW” 


Is Ireland prepared to destroy religion to 
establish Communism? Jf not, why should 
anv Irish citizen sympathise with the junta 
that seeks to impose the Communistic yoke 
on Spain We should wish for the success 
of the patriot arms in Spain, not that we are 
the least concerned with the temporal issues 
at stake there, but that we want the advance 
guard of the anti-God forces stopped in Spain 
and thereby prevented from reaching our 
shores.

RIOTOUS SCENES 
LAST NIGHT 


POLICE DRIVE STRIKERS 


HALF A MILE 
Cues NN 


From Our. CoRRESPONDENT. 
DERRY, Friday Night. 


Riotous scenes -arising out of the pork 
factory strike, in which 150 men are involved, 
occurred’ in the centre of the city to-night. 
Baton charges were ‘made by the police to 
disperse large crowds of strikers and their 
sympathisers, and a non-striker is reported 
to have been injured. 

From 9 p.m. a crowd of. about five hundred 
collected in Carlisle square, apparently wait- 
ing for lorries leaving Messrs. Bigger’s 
premises with pork for shipment at Larne, 
where the dockers have refused to handle 
any goods from this firm. 

At about 11 o’clock three lorries, which 
had made the journey from Larne during 
the day, made their way through the square 
to the factory. Beside the driver in each 
lorry sat an armed policeman. The lorries 
were allowed to pass to the factory, and 
the excitement increased while the crowd 
waited for them to leave again for the 
journey back to Larne, 

Finally one lorry reappeared, and drove 
through the square with the side removed, 
showing that it was empty. 

An attempt was then made by the police, 
about twenty of whom were on duty, to 
disperse the crowd. They formed up and 
approached the crowd, which divided into 
two: sections, one of which moved towards 
Fountain street, shouting deriSively, was 
followed for about 100 yards by the police. 

A further detachment. of about a dozen 
olicemen arrived by tender from Victoria 
arradks soon afterwards, and the crowd 
was finally forced to retreat across Craig- 
avon Bridge. 
during the disturbance was treated at a 
doctor’s house for cuts in the head. 

The crowd, which included a number of 
women, was driven about half a mile from 
Carlisle square, across the bridge to Water- 
siac, jeering And shouting all the way. A 
final ladon charge then drove them away 
from the Waterside end of the bridge.

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BRITISH LABOUR 
AND SPAIN | 


NON-INTERVENTION 
APPROVED 


MEETING of the Parliamentary 
A Labour Party, the National Execu- 

tive of the Labour Party, and the 
full General Council of the Trades’ Union 
Congress in London yesterday decided to 
endorse the policy laid down by the National 
Council of Labour, in support of non-inter- 
vention in the Spanish civil war. 

*eThe debate at times was lively. It is 
understood that Sir Stafford Cripps, in an 
impassioned speech, advocated intervention 
to assist and support the Spanish Government 
on similar lines to those laid down at the 
National Council of Labour by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison. Virtually all the trade union 
section was in favour of non-intervention. 
Speeches were made by Sir Walter Citrine, 
Mr. J. R. Clynes and others in support of: 
non-intervention, but insisting that the non- 
intervention should be made complete and 
absolute. 

The non-interventionists easily carried the 
meeting with them. - 

The issue will come before the annual 
meeting of the Trades’ Union Congress at 
Plymouth the week after next. 

A meeting of the executives of the Labour 
Party and the Parliamentary Labour Party, 
and the General Council of the Trades Union 
Congress will be held at Plymouth on Friday 
next to draw up a resolution and declaration 
of policy based on the latest developments. 

At the end of yesterday’s meeting a mani- 
festo was issued which conveyed by impli- 
cation the decision to adhere to non-inter- 
vention, but with a strong leaning towards 
the Spanish Government and a sharp criti- 
cism of Portugal. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The official statement emphasised the grave 
dangers arising from the growth of Fascism, 
and pointed out that events have shown that 
the spirit of the Spanish nation could not be 
broken by any dictator. 

“The course of events has shown,” says 
the statement, ‘‘that the Fascist Powers 
grow more reckless, aggressive and dangerous. 
his is a portent and a warning that the de- 
mocratic nations cannot ignore. The Con- 
ference instructs the National Council of 
Labour to maintain its- close watch upon 
events in consultation with the International 
Federation of Trade Unions and the Labour 
and Socialist International, and the repre- 
sentatives of our Spanish comrades, and to 
recall this Conference when the situation re- 
quires it. 

“The question of the calling of Parliament 
together was left to the consideration of the 
Executive Committee of the Parliamentary 


Labour Party.” .

Stx,—In your issue of Wednesday last ap- 
pears a hotograph of M. Leon Degrelle, who 
18 descri s ‘ the leader of Pelgium’s Rex 
{Fascist Clerical) Party.” While it is true 
that there are many Catholics among M. 
Degrelle’s followers, the use of the term 
é Fascist Clerical’ creates the false impres- 
sion of an alliance between the priesthood of 
Belgium and Degrelle’s party. It would be 
as. true to say that the Irish priesthood is 
behind General O’Duffy’s oe é e majority 
of the Catholic clergy, as well as of the laity, 
are supporters of the party of which M. van 
Zeeland, the Catholic Prime Minister, is the 
leader. M. van Zeeland, whose work as a 
coalition Jeader has even won the praise of 
M. van der Velde, the Belgian Socialist 
leader, has the general support of the Church 
authorities, in so far as they are concerned 
with political matters 

.On the eve of the Belgian general election, 
in May last, the ecclesiastical authorities pub: 
licly repudiated M. Degrelle’s pretence to a 
pare ls of the Catholic interest in politics, 
and priests were forbidden to assist at his 
meetings or write in his papers. Nowhere is 
the Catholic Church better disciplined or 
organised than in Belgium, and this prohihi- 
tion was observed, without exception, by the 
Catholic clergy. So much for the conjunction 
of the terms ‘ Fascist ” and “ Clerical ” in 
yonr reference to M. Degrelle’s party. The 
terminology is not new, though it is novel to 
encounter it in the columns of the 
Irish Times. Like the terms ‘‘ Bourgeoisie,”’ 
‘ Kulak,’’ ‘‘ Social-Fascist,’’ etc. the term 
“ Clerical Fascist ” is a commonplace of Com- 
munist propaganda, which during the past few 
years has passed, together with the rest of 
the jargon of the Communist propagandists, 
into currency in the Left Wing Press. 

The avalanche of Communistic ideas and 
phrases precipitated by the United Front 
manceuvre of Stalin has travelled very far, 
indeed, when it is possible for a journal, 
ostensibly wedded to the cause of liberal de- 
mocracy, to help to create the impression 
that at least part of the Belgian priesthood is 
involved in some sort of Fascist adventnre. 
Every country has its version of the United 
or Popular Front. Mr. Peadar O'Donnell 
can tell how it is faring in Ireland. If the 
United or Popular Front in Belgium should 
succeed even half as well as it has succeeded 
in Spain, it is by no means béyond the 
bounds of possibility that some day Brussels

.and Louvain will not. witness a repetition. of 


the attacks on churches, priests and nuns 
that took place the other day in Barcelona 
and Madrid. I have little doubt that, should 
such excesses occur in Belgium, there will 
be persons and journals, calling themselves 
democratic, to justify or extenuate them, as 
they are now extenuating the excesses in 
Spain, in the name of democracy. . 

It is to be hoped that the Zrish Times will 
not. be one of these—although its editorial 
attitude in regard to events in Spain, as con- 
trasted with the editorial attitude of 
The Times and Daily Tdegraph both of 
which possess unrivalled foreign news ser- 
vices, affords little ground for confidence as

RUSSIAN PLAN FOR LEAGUE 
IMPROVEMENT 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


GENEVA, Friday. 

Soviet Russia has, in effect, informed 
the League that she is opposed to revising 
the Covenant at present, but wants ‘the 
application of Article 16, dealing with 
sanctions, tightened up by a supplemen- 
tary protocol. 

Replying to the League’s request for 
proposals that will perfect the applica- 
tion of the principles of the -Covenant, 
M. Litvinoff, in his memorandum pub- 
lished here this evening, says that the 
revision of the Covenant cannot be re- 
garded as justified by circumstances at 
the present juncture. 

He suggests, however, that by an 
Assembly -resolution, or preferably a 
protocol open to all members, it might 
be possible to render the * lication of 
Article 16 more effective. his protocol 
would provide that a _ three-quarter 
majority of the Council could establish 
recognition of an aggression; and would 
provide also, not only for the taking of 
economic and financial sanctions by all 
members, and military measures’ by 
parties to mutual assistance pacts, but for 
measures against States failing to apply
